SOLOMON ANDREWS' FLYING SHIP.

Whoever walks down Houston street now-u-
days is compeiled to notice on the corner of
Greene street 4 rough board leace of remarkable
helght, and so closely made as to be proof
against the oyes of the most curious, If nothing
else calls Lis attention to it, the group of vaga-
bond boys will be cnough, as they hang about
the entrance and stare at 4 singular engravine;
or perhaps, no polioeman belng present, fur-
tively fling a stone, or a sharpoedged oyster
shell, over the top of the wall. Within the mys-
sterious inclosure is the flying vessel—the ship
which can smil a huidred ana fifty miles an
hour, which easily salls dead agninst the wind,
which discards steam and coal and engines, and
for o motive-power relies on the attraction of
gravitation, which is to supersede rallway trains
and stenmboats as a mesns of travelling by sen
and land, which can cross the ocean iu less than
three days; which, it you build it of metal, and
that can be done without the smallest trouble,
will become availuble not only for the convey-
ance of passengers, but also for the transporta-
tion of the heaviest and bulkiest merchandise,

It 18 the aerial ship, the aereon General
Sehenek, which is to do all this, which isto
more than reshize Mr., Darwin's predictions,
which i8 to prove that Tennyson's usiry navies
gmp%llng in the central blue are not only a

ssibility but & probability, and wmay at any

me when governments shall choose become a
fact. Alreuady, In New York, a company is in
existence, with president and direciors, and
subseribed capital, and an office in Walker
gireet, which infends atonce to fix upon routes
of acrinl navigation between our great cities,
and construct aerial vessels for conveying pas-
seogers and (reight, and which, a8 we have geen,
has alrendy built one ghip that isnow floating at
anchor in Hoaston street. Her, within ten
days, shall we not see, as she comes eniling
down towa at no great distance above our heads,
tacking aud filling, ascending and descending,
going with the wind and ngainst it, visiting uny
part of the ey, a8 the helmsman may direct,
and at the end of the voyage coming into harbor
on the exact spot from which she set out?

The payment of a dollar admits you to a close
in on of this wonder, Gomng ln from the
level of the street, one finds before him the site
of ,sume bullding that has been utterly de-
stroyed by fire. The rubbish has been mostly
cleared away, and he descends by a fMignt of
many steps to what was once the cellur tloor.
The ueighbois of the burnt building still re-
main; 80 the visitor, when he gets to the botlom
o! the eteps, i8,a8 the botiom ot a great square
pit, the siudes ‘ot which are either loity brick
walls, or, it the walls ure low at any place, the
wooden lence is seen surmountiog them, There
is sand nndor foot und a strong swell of gas
around, and high above, balanced in the air,
the stap itselt, & great baif colored eloud, with
a notwore of cords around it, strains wt the
ropes that hold it down, and ecasts u shadow
over the sand.

As you look up, & porteait of General
Heott, In colors once gaudy but now (aded,
stares down from the forward part of the bal-
loon, and on the siter part there is s General
MeClellan, for the inventor of the flying ship,
in boildiog it, hns used the material of two old
army balloons, and has adupted it to its present
use with charetensiie ingenuity, The lower
hall, say, of each balloon was left whole, the
upper part from zenith to equator was cut as an
orange peel ia out, then, by fitting these saw-
toothed ends into each other, & balloon was ob-
tuined new 1 shape and chesap 1 cost.  Under-
neath the batloon I8 o narrow, wicker-work car,
twelve feet long, secured by many ropos,

“Charsctenstic ingenuity,” we sald, and these
are words that may well enough be applied to
the mun who lnvented the tamous Hobbs loek;
who invented the lock which 18 used in the
Upited States mail service; who, at the request
ol his oyeter-selling rownsmen, that they might
be relieved from the yoke ot the Connecticut
keg-makers, Invenied machinery by which a

That stauds to reaton; it's
the only way it can go, It will go up just as
you've seen n hali-sheet of r lall; yoa've
sven it a thousand times; It lalls in o slantine
direction; it does not drop perpendicalarly to
the ground, but follows the line o least ro-
vistance 10r & body of that shape, Thmw air
ship i s0 sbaped that when It's started at an
angle of so many degrees with the plane
of the horizon 1o rwe into the air, and
the ballust in so r!md a8 to keep her bow
at the proper anr ¢, she must neoossarily rise
not vertically bul in & slanting direction. She
keeps on rising, gong forwad, you see, by vir-
tue 0! the slant, sud goes up perhaps two miles,
In golog that bich, she has gained so many miles
hoamnmhx—mrhn 4 Wore, pvrlml,u less, ac-
cordine to the wind., The wind will be some-
times with the ship, rometimes against it, and
in the average there is neither gain nor loss by
it. Haviong reached a heleht o[' two miles, say,
the balloon's bow is pointed downwards, That
is very easily done by sliding & cortain portion
of ballast tor certain distance from the contre
of the oar, 8o s to give the axiaof the balloon
the proper melination, Then gas ls allowed to
escape, and the descent bepins, 1t will be jusat
like the pscent, the line ot least resistance will
be followed, and in going down so many miles—
two, for instance -so nmulyi miles of forward
movement will be made, Having approached
near enough to the ground, snother ascont will
be made, and then another deseent, snd 5o on,
ull by a succession of tacks, us the satlors say —
only In aerial navigntion the tackswill be np and
down instead of being (rom side to side—the end
ol the journey w'll be reached.

Lot the wind blow as hard as it likes; imagine,
if you please, that it blows hard cnough o carry
s globnlar balloon backward, or sideways, or
any way, at the rate of Aty miles an hour, in the
ense of d ship balloon netbhing would be easier
than 1o gulde it by the rudder, and give it an ns-
cending motion waleh would earry it forward in
an hour saxty mwiles of horizonial distance, and
thus you beat the wind ten miles,

We were assured that almost any concelvuble
speed ol upward or downward motion could be
imparted to the ship, sod that the utmost vifect
ol & storm of wind would be 1o retard her motion
und pot to prevent it wholly, A tornado counld
hardly do that; and in geoeral the action of
wind would be so little troublesome or danger-
ous that it might be disregarded. It would only
be peceseary in boisterous voyages to expend
more ballast and more gas in tacking more fre-
quently and keeping up a greater race of speed,

Sneering? There would be no trouble abont
that, Acrrit'tinu balloon could not be steered,
but ence get momentum and steering tollows as
A matter of course.  What did Professor Henry
say in hig report to Stanton about the flying
ship that was offered to the Government in 18647
He said:="Dr. Andrews has al=o fully illus-
trated the fact vo the commission that his serial
veesel while passing through the wir can be
steered. This fact, however, might have been
inferred as curollary from the fuot of the trans.
migsion, since the directlon of a body relative
to the medium throngh which it is moving
must evidently be changed it the resistance on
one slde is wade grenter or less than that on the
other."

There would be no difficulty, either, in making
the passengers comfortable. It would be but a
very little while before the passenger by aereon
would have a sleeping-berth or a statesroom
more luxunous, a better opportunity for getting
bis meals, and be in all respects better cared
for, than the passenger by rail or by steamboat.
No mode of travelling would be able to compare
with aerial navigation in point ot & , and by
and by 1t must be incomparably cheaper than
uny other method of traneportation. There
would be no roaas to builo, no tracks to lay, no
lande to boy, pothing to pay for but the balloon
itsell and the gas to fill i, In the presence of
this ardent benetacior of the race, we none of
us e-ugg sted what nevertheless of course
occurted to us, that in cases of acecident the
Acrinl Navigation Company will have no bills to
pay—no hush money for trifling injuries to arms

and lege, All aecidents will be fatal, It 1s troe
that passevgers by aereon may have human
relatives and ties to bind them to earth. Buot

even in that easo what surviving friends can
hope success in suing these gigantic corpors-
tions! The speaker went on: the cost ot the
necessary gas was much greater af present
than 1t wonld Be hereafter. Undoubt-
edly a ballvon could be made of eo
per (copper cun be made nearly as thin
as gold Jear ), and theo the ereater part of the
original charge of gas wonld Jast for an indefinite
perioo, as there would be no leakage whatever,
and no gas would be lost except the quantity
that might be allowed to escape in the deseents.,
Of course it would not be possible to keep going
any lopger than gas and ballast hold out; but
no more could & locomotive keep golng any
longer than fuel and water hold out, The ship
would be able to stop regularly and layin a
supply of gas and sund. The cheapness of the
modive power wonld be an immense advantage,
Nothing could be cheaper than graviwtion!
When the model was on exhibition in Washing-
ton an army officer walked into the room and
inquired. Whaut's the motor, sir?  Gravitation,
gir.  He turned round and walked out wathout
sayine one word, But simple and plain as the
invention geemed, no invention that had ever
been made would sppear greater in the results
of its practical applicution tuan this of the flyving
ship, 1t would revolutionize all trayvel and ail
transportation; its etfects would be lelt in avery
tield of activity; indeed, it was the greatest
invention ol the century, if not the greatest thao
bad ever been maae in the whole history of the
TiHee,

This account ol the new conveyance is prerty
nearly the same that the inventor will doubtless
give gladly to any visitor of small knowledge in
aerostarion. For our own part, being in that
citegory, we may conless that we almost half
believed, sand we fully hoped, that the comine
trialtrip may be successiul, and that this mar-
vel may specdily go into that class of sclentific
miracles which dally repetitdon makes common-
pluce, The st is u long one of those romantic
wonders to which, aiter sclence has killed thom,
scienee eives agam a sort ot ganvanized life;
and what finer revival of the prince’s earpot
could be asked than thet a plece of poaeee silk
should carry us to Europe through the upper
alr'—The Nalum.
